London, Yesterday. 

Communist attempts to-day to 

_ stage demonstrations . throughout 
the world in connection with "In- 
ternational Unemployed Day,” have 
80 far proved mainly a finsco. There 
were skirmishes between demonstra~ 
tora and the Police in the East end 
of London, Dublin, Manchester and 
Glasgow, and a fow arrests were 
made, 

Roports from the Continent show 
that elaborate police precautions 
were tnken. Many arrests were 
made, but few serious disorders 
occurred, except in Berlin, this 
‘evening, when police freely used 

_their batons and revolvers against 

, demonstrators. Up to the present 
73 arrests have been made. One 
demonstrator was shot dead and 
eleven civiliang and five police were 
injured, 

Minor. disorders broke out 
other German towns. 


Ringleaders Arrested 
New York, Yesterday. 


In spite of extraordinary pre- 
cautions by the police, a number of 
minor disorders occurred in various 
parts of the country, and the police 
were obliged to use tear gas to dis- 
perse the demonstrators in front 
of the White House, Several Com- 
munists were injured and score of 
arrests were made. 

Seventy-five thousand people 
participated in’ a demonstration in 
Union Square, New York, "and 
several police and a number of Com- 
munists were injured in a conflict 
when the police prevented the de- 
monstrators from marching to the 
City Hall, ‘The ringleaders were 
arrested.

Further Clashes 


Berlin, Later. 

Demonstrations continued this 
evening when the police were’ re- 
inforced and cleared out a mob from 
Buelow Square, where the Com- 
munist headquarters are situated. 

Many clashes occurred between 
‘the police «and Communists at 
Neukoelin, and a number of de- 
monstrators was injured by batons. 
A policeman was shot dead and two 
demonstrators were killed at. Halle, 
Sixteen arrests were made at 
Bitterfeld, oe 
~ Cologne, Yesterday. 

There were several nasty col- 
Hslons between police and Com- 
munists, and 160 arrests were made, 
including several heavily armed 
demonstrators. 

Police found quantities of arms 
and ammunition at Communist 
dwellings. 

New York, Later. 

. Seven arrests were made at 
Boston, whilst 12 people were in- 
jured and 17-arrested at Detroit, 
where police dispersed a demonstra- 
tion of 100,000: unemployed. . A 
score of arrests were made at 
Pittsburgh. The Chief of police of

PIRACY TRIAL ENDS 


“Whatever the result of the 
trial will be, the officers and In- 
dian guards of the Haiching have 


‘| shown ‘great bravery in repulsing | 


the plrates. it requires great 
courage to put up a fight as they 
did in face of the flerceness and 
seriousness of the attack.” Thus 
sald hia Lordship the Chief Jus- 
tice, Sir Henry Gollan, this morn- 
Ing at the Supreme Court in his 
summing-up of ‘the case against 
the two Chinese who were charg- 
ed with the killing of Khial Singh, 
an Indian guard, on the 5.8, Hai- 
ching, during the piratical attack 
on December 8, 1929. 

The case was concluded «this 
morning, and after the jury had 
retired for seven minutes, they re- 
turned a verdict of “Guilty” 
against all the prisoners. In pass- 
ing sentence of death upon the 
prisoners, his Lordship said :— 

You, Lam Hing, and you, Lam 
Ming, have both been found 
guilty. You have had the benefit 
of Mr. Alabaster’s ability. The 
jury—and I agree—have come to 
the conclusion that you are guilty 
of the offence charged against 
each one of you. 

The offence is a very serious 
one—more serious than in ordin- 
ary charges of murder. It is my 
duty to pass upon you the sen- 
tence which is directed by the 
law; and that sentence {s that you 
both be put to death by hanging. 

Before addreasing the jury, Mr. 
H. Somerset Fitzroy, Assistant 
Crown Attorney, informed his 
Lordship that he would waive his 
right. to a final. reply. 

Evidence Reviewed 


After reviewing the evidence 
against the two prisoners, counsel 
sald that the shooting was res- 
ponsible for the death of Khial 
Singh and the Chief Officer. The 
direct evidence against the No. 1 


‘| prisoner was from Mr, de Mello, 


also from the prisoner's’ own -state- 
ment. Mr. de Mello had said that 
he saw the man clearly; the Nght 
being on at the time n the engine 
room, 

Counsel then went on to pay 
that the No. 1 prisoner had told 
an untrue story about himself, 
but he (counsel) asked the jury 
to say that the Crown had prov- 
ed the case against the man to the 
hilt. 

His Lordship: About the No. 1 
prisoner, you said something about 
a statement, Mr. Fitzroy 

Mr. Alabaster; He has put in 
no statement, my. . 

Mr. Fitzroy: Yes, my Lord, it 
was a mistake and I used it as 
a technical term. 

Wounded Prisoner 

Continulng, Mr. Fitzroy went on 
to deal with the No. 2 prisoner, 
who, he said, was amongst the 
men who had told Mr. de Mello 
to move out of the engine room. 
That mon ya wounded in three 
places, and Ge was also ecen in 
the cabin when Mr. de Mello 
passed by and some of the Pirates 
switched on a torch. 

Speaking about the prisoner’s 
‘wounds, counsel said that Dr. 
Thomas hnd sald that the wound 
in the leg would not hinder ar 
from climbing -up the ladder. ~ 
was therefore quite possible that 
the man had gone up the ladder; 
and, in‘fact, everything was uch 
as-to point out that the man took 
part In the attack.

Gandhi has received a wire from 
the Bombay Provincial Congress 
Committee asking him to depute 
Jamnalal Bajaj as Heutenant of 
Gandhi to go to Bombay and pre- 
pare the launching of avcivil dis- 
obedience campaign there. . 

Bombay, Yesterday. 

Shaukat All, one of the famous 
Ali brothers, who was a very 
staunch supporter of Gandhi's 
previous non-co-operation move 
ment, In the course of a speech at 
a Moslem gatherlng, condemned 
civil disobedience, and said he felt 
certain that “it will mean bloodshed 
amongst ourselves.” . He hoped 
that patriotic and sensible Indians 
will combine to prevent “the danger 
that we see coming.”-—Reuter.

Review of Work in 1929 


, FINANCIAL ASPECT: - 


The following report on the Tung Wah Hospital for the year 
4929 has been submitted to the Officer Administering the Govern- 
ment by Mr. M. K. Lo, Chairman of Directors in 1929:—

Endowed with 
such high professional. qualifica- 
tions, and inspired by ‘the 
ideal to serve humanity, Dr. 
Wong rendered excellent services 
to the Institution.

Wong {a 
also a doctor, having qualified 
fn Canton. Mrs, Wong not 
only assisted in’ operations 
performed - by her. husband, 
but also took an active part in 
the training of the nurses, and in 
the organisation and the running 
of the Infants’ Welfare Clinic, to 
which further reference will be 
made herein.
